Panel Bucks Bush on Turkey 


Measure calls killing of Armenians genocide, angering ally 


WASHINGTONIA congressional panel defied 
President Bush on Wednesday and approved 
a measure that he said would damage U.S. 
goals in the Middle East. 

The measure that would recognize the 
World War I- era killings of Armenians as 
a genocide had been strongly opposed by 
Turkey, a key NATO ally that has supported 
U.S. efforts in Iraq. 

The House Foreign Affairs Committee’s 
27-21 vote now sends the measure to the House 


floor — unless the Democratic leadership 
reverses course and heeds Bush’s warnings. 

At issue is the killing of up to 1.5 million 
Armenians by Ottoman Turks around the 
time of World War I. Turkey denies that the 
deaths constituted genocide, says the toll has 
been inflated and insists that those killed 
were victims of civil war and unrest. 

Turkey raised the possibility of impeding 
logistical and other U.S. military traffic now 
using Turkish airspace. Passing the measure 


“at this time would be very problematic for 
everything we are trying to do in the Middle 
East,” Secretary of State Condoleezza Rice 
told reporters before the vote. 

Lawmakers from both parties who sup- 
ported the proposal said the moral impli- 
cations outweighed security concerns and 
friendship with Turkey. 

“The sad truth is that the modern govern- 
ment of Turkey refuses to come to terms with 
this genocide,” said Rep. Chris Smith, R.-N. J. 
“For Armenians everywhere, the Turkish gov- 
ernment’s denial is a slap in the face.” (ap)

Student Opens Fire at High School 


Suspended boy injures 
3 teens and 2 adults 
before killing himself 

CLEVELAND I A 14-year-old sus- 
pended student opened fire in a 
downtown high school Wednes- 
day before killing himself, and 
five people were taken to hospi- 
tals, authorities said. 

Mayor Frank Jackson said the 
three teens and two adults were 
hurt. He said the children were 
in “stable, good condition,” and 
the adults were in “a little elevated 
condition.” 

The shooter was enrolled at 
the SuccessTech Academy alter- 
native school but had been sus- 
pended Monday for fighting, 
said Charles Blackwell, president 
of SuccessTech ’s student-parent 
organization.

Blackwell said the shooter 
entered the high school, a con- 
verted five -story office building, 
and gradually worked his way up 
through the first two floors of 
administrative offices to the third 
floor of classrooms. 

“Nobody knows how he got in,” 
he said. 

Ronnell Jackson, 15, said he saw 
a shooter running down a school 
hallway. 

“He was about to shoot me, but I 
got out just in time,” he said. 

Student Doneisha LeVert, who 
hid in a closet with two other stu- 
dents after she heard a “Code 
Blue” alert over the loudspeaker, 
said the shooter had threatened 
students Friday. 

“He’s crazy. He threatened to 
blow up our school. He threat- 
ened to stab everybody,” she said.

Study Questions Children’s Doctors 


Researchers: Kids get 
correct treatment only 
47 percent of the time 

A startling study published in 
Thursday’s New England Journal 
of Medicine finds that kids who reg- 
ularly see doctors receive the correct 
care less than half the time. 

The findings, from the first 
comprehensive look at children’s 
health care quality, are particular- 


RIGHT AND WRONG 

The researchers found a huge 
variance in the rates at which 
doctors provided care recom- 
mended for common illnesses. 

Children received the right 
care for upper respiratory infec- 
tions92 percent ofthe time and 
85 percent of thetimefor hay fever. 
But asthma was treated correctly 
only 46 percent of thetime. 


ly troubling because nearly all the 
1,536 children in the nationwide 
study had insurance. Two experts 
called the findings “shocking.” 

The study, by the Seattle Chil- 
dren’s Hospital Research Insti- 
tute and the nonprofit Rand 
Corp. research group, concludes 
that overall, doctors gave chil- 
dren the appropriate outpatient 
medical care only 47 percent of 
the time. 

“They got an ‘F’,” said Dr. Joseph 


F. Hagan, a Burlington, Vt., pedia- 
trician. 

“It’s sad, but I think it reflects 
some unpleasant realities about our 
current health care system or, I might 
say, non- system,” Hagan said. 

The compliance rate was even 
worse than that found in a study of 
adults, who were found to receive 
only 55 percent of recommended 
care. 

The study was based on a review 
of two years of medical records of 
children in 12 metropolitan areas 
collected from late 1998 to 2000.

Surveillance Bill Advances 


President Bush says 
legislation would hurt 
intelligence gathering 

WASHINGTON I House Democrats 
pushed their government eaves- 
dropping bill through two com- 
mittees Tuesday with only minor 
changes, setting the stage for a con- 
frontation with the Bush admin- 
istration. 

President Bush said Wednes- 
day that he will not sign the bill if 
it does not give retroactive immu- 
nity to U.S. telecommunications 
companies that helped conduct 
electronic surveillance without 
court orders. 

Bush said the bill, which envi- 
sions a greater role for a secret court 
in overseeing U.S. surveillance of 
overseas communications, would

“take us backward” in efforts to 
thwart terrorism. 

The measure advanced by the 
House Judiciary and Intelligence 
committees left out the immunity 
provision Bush wants. Democrats 
voted down Republican attempts 
to tailor the legislation more to the 


administration’s liking. 

Michigan Rep. Pete Hoekstra, 
the senior Republican on the Intel- 
ligence panel, said Republicans had 
been left entirely out of the creation 
of the bill. 

“This is a deeply flawed bill,” 
Hoekstra told reporters after the 
committees acted. 

He and other GOP lawmakers 
said the bill gives too much power 
to the Foreign Intelligence Surveil- 
lance Court to oversee intelligence 
activities. 

Bush and the House Republicans 
want legislation that extends and 
strengthens a temporary eavesdrop- 
ping bill passed in August. Demo- 
crats, however, want to roll back 
some of the powers it granted the 
government to eavesdrop without 
warrants on suspected foreign ter- 
rorists.

Hangman’s Noose 
Shocks University 


Black professor says 
item left on her door 
is ‘blatant’ racism 

N E W YO R K I One day after a 4 -foot- 
long noose was found on her office 
door, a black professor at Colum- 
bia University condemned the act 
as cowardly and heinous as police 
tried to find the culprit behind the 
highly charged episode at this Ivy 
League campus. 

“I’m upset that our community 
has been exposed to such an unbe- 
lievably vile incident,” Madonna 
Constantine told hundreds of fac- 
ulty and students who held a rau- 
cous rally Wednesday. “Hanging the 
noose on my door reeks of cowardice 
and fear on many, many levels.” 

The NYPD’s hate crime unit 
was examining whether the twine 
noose was the work of students or 
colleagues at odds with Constan- 
tine, police said. But there were no 
suspects Wednesday in the case 


Constantine described as a “bla- 
tant act of racism.” 

Police were also testing the noose 
for DNA evidence, said Deputy 
Inspector Michael Osgood, com- 
mander of the NYPD Hate Crime 
Task Force. 

As word of the incident spread, 
students and faculty reacted with 
sadness and anger. 

“It’s too close to home,” student 
Tiffany Simon said. “You hear about 
these unfortunate incidents across 
the country, but I never could have 
expected it here.” 

Nooses — reviled as symbols of 
lynchings in the Old South — have 
been showing up in other incidents 
across the country. Last year in 
Jena, La., three white students 
hung nooses from a big oak tree 
outside the high school, inflaming 
racial tensions. Other nooses have 
also cropped up at the U.S. Coast 
Guard Academy and the Hemp- 
stead Police Department locker

Turkey Gears Up for Iraq Incursion 


Attacks may serve 
as prelude to crossing 
border to fight Kurds 

SIRNAK, TURKEY I Turkish warplanes 
and helicopter gunships attacked 
suspected positions of Kurdish 
rebels near Iraq on Wednesday, a 
possible prelude to a cross-border 
operation that would likely raise 
tensions with Washington. 

The military offensive also 
reportedly included shelling of 
Turkish Kurd guerrilla hideouts in 


northern Iraq, which is predomi- 
nantly Kurdish. U.S. officials are 
already preoccupied with efforts 
to stabilize other areas of Iraq and 
oppose Turkish intervention in the 
relatively peaceful north. 

Prime Minister Recep Tayyip 
Erdogan told reporters that prepa- 
rations were under way for parlia- 
mentary authorization of a cross- 
border operation and told private 
CNN-Turk TV that the motion might 
reach Parliament on Thursday. An 
opposition nationalist party said it 
would support the proposal. 


SECURITY QUESTIONED 

Tuesday’s killing of two Iraqi 
women has rekindled the debate 
over security firms’ actions: 

Iraqi officials demanded 
answers Wednesday from repre- 
sentatives of Australian-owned 
United Resources Group, as the 
governmentappeared deter- 
mined to curb perceived excess- 
es by heavily armed guards 
accused of killing nearly 20 Iraqi 
civilians in less than a month. 


If parliament approves, the 
military could choose to launch an 
operation immediately or wait to see 
whether the United States and its 
allies decide to crack down on the 
rebels, who have been fighting for 
autonomy in southeast Turkey since 
1984 in a conflict that has claimed 
tens of thousands of lives. 

“If you’re against [the rebels], 
make your attitude clear and do 
whatever is necessary,” Erdogan said 
in comments directed at Washing- 
ton. “If you cannot do it, then let us

Group: Myanmar 
Dissident Dies 
In Interrogation 

YANGON, MYANMAR I A Myanmar 
opposition party member died dur- 
ing interrogation and two activists 
were arrested as the ruling junta 
pressed its crackdown on the pro- 
democracy movement, an exile group 
said Wednesday. 

The Thailand-based Assistance 
Association for Political Prisoners 
also said security officers had been 
threatening dissidents’ relatives and 
neighbors in an attempt to get infor- 
mation on the whereabouts of those 
involved in last month’s anti-govern- 
ment protests. 

The Myanmar exile group said 
authorities had recently told the fam- 
ily of Win Shwe, 42, he had died dur-

German Chemist Wins Nobel Prize 


On his 71st birthday, 
man honored for study 
of surface reactions 

NEW YORK I A German scientist 
received a startling present Wednes- 
day on his 71st birthday: a $1.5 rmllion 
Nobel Prize in chemistry to honor his 
groundbreaking studies ofhow chemi- 
cal reactions take place on surfaces. 

Gerhard Ertl laid the founda- 
tion for studies of modern surface 
chemistry, a field that will help sci- 
entists produce renewable energy 
more efficiently and create new 
materials for electronic devices, 
the Nobel committee said. 

Surface chemistry is also impor- 
tant for many industrial processes 
and is key to understanding such 
diverse things as how pollution eats 
away at the ozone layer, fuel cells

produce energy without pollution 
and catalytic converters clean up 
automobile exhaust. 

Ertl showed how to get reliable 
results from technically demanding 
experiments and provided detailed 
descriptions of key chemical reac- 
tions, the Nobel committee said 
Wednesday. 

Ertl (pronounced EHR’-tul) is 
a professor emeritus at the Fritz 
Haber Institute of the Max Planck 
Society in Berlin. He started work in 
surface chemistry in the mid-1970s 
and has continued ever since. 

His work showed scientists how 
to conduct and interpret studies that 
produce a detailed understanding 
of the complex chemistry involved, 
said Jack Hudson, a professor of 
chemical engineering at the Uni- 
versity ofVirginia in Charlottesville.

Ex-Nuns Evicted in Poland 


65 taken from convent 
they occupied illegally 
since rift with Vatican 

KAZIMIERZ DOLNY, POLAND | Police 
on Wednesday evicted a band of 
rebellious ex-nuns from a Polish 
convent they had occupied illegal- 
ly since rejecting a Vatican order 
in 2005 to replace their moth- 
er superior, a charismatic leader 
who reportedly claimed to have 
religious visions. 

A locksmith opened the gate to 
the walled compound, and police 
then pushed their way in and arrest- 
ed the mother superior, Jadwiga 
Ligocka, and a former Franciscan 
friar who had locked himself away 
with the nuns. 

Hours later, after mild resistance 
and insults from the ex-nuns and

the intervention of psychologists, 
about 65 defeated ex-nuns, escorted 
by policewomen, walked out calmly 


in their black habits — some carrying 
guitars, others tambourines or small 
drums — and boarded buses. 

The women had taken over the 
building in Kazmierz Dolny in east- 
ern Poland in rebellion against the 
Vatican, which had ordered Moth- 
er Jadwiga’s replacement two years 
ago. The Vatican formally expelled 
the women from their Sisters of 
Bethany order last year but has 
revealed almost nothing about 
the dispute. 

About 150 police officers in riot 
gear went into the compound to find 
the ex- nuns defiantly singing reli- 
gious songs and playing instru- 
ments, Puzewicz said. 

Several nuns screamed at police 
officers, calling them “servants of 
Satan,” according to police video 
footage viewed by The Associated

D.C. Limits Jail Population 


City will adhere to cap 
of 2,164 inmates under 
normal circumstances 

The District government has agreed 
to limit the number of inmates at 
the D.C. Jail to 2,164, dropping 
plans to appeal a court ruling last 
week that threatened to hold Mayor 
Adrian M. Fenty in contempt if the 
city failed to abide by the popula- 
tion cap. 

Peter Nickles, Fenty ’s general 
counsel, said Wednesday that he 
has reached an agreement with 
the D.C. Prisoners’ Project, which 
had filed a suit to force the city to 
comply with a 2004 law aimed at 
improving conditions and opera- 
tions at the District’s main jail 


after two stabbing deaths and 
other inmate violence. 

Under the agreement, Nickles 
said, the city will adhere to the 
cap except in “exigent circum- 
stances,” such as an unexpected 
mass arrest. “We 
need to resolve 
this,” Nick- 
les said. “We’ve 
had this linger 
in the courts for 
years, and there 
has been uncer- 
tainty on how to 

plan and budget. 

“This lets us back off absolutist 
positions and come up with some- 
thing that works for everybody.” 

The city and jail-reform advo- 
cates have been arguing for years 


over crowding at the Southeast 
Washington facility, with an out- 
side consultant suggesting the 
limit of 2,164 that the D.C. Coun- 
cil approved in 2004. 

Last week, the jail held 1,907 peo- 
ple, but Fenty administration officials 
said they do not want to be locked into 
the consultant’s number. 

Phil Fornaci, director of the D.C. 
Prisoners’ Project, said Wednesday 
his organization will accept the set- 
tlement with the Fenty administra- 
tion but added that the city must 
continue to work to reduce the jail 
population. 

“We’re glad they’re going to 
do it voluntarily,” Fornaci said. 
“Hopefully, we can now talk about 
why there are so many in there.”

UAW Settles With Chrysler

Strike lasts less than 
a day as union OKs 
new contract with GM 

DETROIT I The United Auto Work- 
ers union reached a tentative 
four-year contract with Chrysler 
Wednesday, hours after going on 
strike and the same day General 
Motors workers ratified a separate 
four-year pact. 

Next up: Ford. 

UAW President Ron Gettelfin- 
ger said the strike against Chrysler 
LLC, 80.1 percent owned by private 
equity firm Cerberus Capital Man- 
agement LP, would end immediately 
and workers should report for their 
next available shift. 

“This agreement was made pos- 
sible because UAW workers made it 
clear to Chrysler that we needed an 
agreement that rewards the contri- 
butions they have made to the suc- 
cess of this company,” Gettelfinger 
said in a statement. 


Gettelfinger wouldn’t release 
any details of the contract, but 
Chrysler said the tentative agree- 
ment includes the establishment 
of a UAW-managed trust that will 
administer retiree health care. The 
newly private company didn’t say 
how much money it will contribute 


to the trust. 

The UAW said its historic 
contract with GM, which also 
includes a retiree health care 
trust, was approved by 66 percent 
of production workers and 64 per- 
cent of skilled trades workers.

Boeing Delays Launch of Dreamliner 


CHICAGO I Boeing Co. has long prom- 
ised that its 787 Dreamliner will fly 
faster and farther than any other 
medium- sized jet, use 20 percent 
less fuel and offer increased cabin 
comfort. 


Now the first all-new Ameri- 
can commercial jetliner in more 
than a decade also will be at least 
six months late. Acknowledging that 
early problems assembling the first 
787 have disrupted its schedule, the 


aerospace company said Wednesday 
it is delaying initial deliveries of the 
ballyhooed aircraft by six months. 

The first test flight, already

REDSKINS I Brett Favre and Jason 
Campbell grew up TOO miles apart 
in rural Mississippi. The combined 
population of their hometowns — 
Kiln and Taylorsville — is less than 
4,000. 

Being a quarterback from the 
Magnolia State, Campbell has been 
a Favre fan practically since birth. 
He was a rising senior in high school 
when he met Favre for the first time, 
when they happened to share the 
same trainer. 

Campbell is now 26. Favre 
turned 38 on Wednesday. They 
are a football generation apart. 
Campbell’s father, a substitute high 
school teacher, actually has Favre’s 
daughter in his class from time to 
time. Yet, here they are, about to 
face either in the NFL for the first 
time on Sunday. 

“The years go by so fast,” Camp- 
bell said. “Now to be on the same 
field with him ...” 

Favre is setting records right 
and left in his l6th season, while 
Campbell has started only 11 NFL 
games and is just reaching his first 


milestones. He had a 100 passer rat- 
ing in a game for the first time in 
Sunday’s 34-3 win over Detroit and 
was named NFC offensive player of 


the week. He had a 79 percent com- 
pletion percentage (23-for-29), by 
far his best as a pro. His 248 yards 
passing were a career-high, as were 


his 23 completions. 

Those are tiddlywinks numbers 
for Favre. He’s completed at least 23 
passes in every game this season and 
is averaging more than 300 yards a 
game. He’s had a 100 rating three 
times in Green Bay’s five games. 

What the two do have in com- 
mon — other than their strong 
arms — is the ability to shake off 
the negative. Favre keeps firing no 
matter how many interceptions he’s 
thrown, and Campbell has emulat- 
ed that quality, earning praise for 
keeping an even keel. 

“He doesn’t look back,” Camp- 
bell said. “He makes a mistake and 
moves on to the next play. There’s 
where I am in my career. You make 
a mistake and try to move on.” 

That wasn’t so easy two weeks ago, 
after Washington blew a big second- 
half lead and lost 24-17 to the New 
York Giants. But Campbell rebound- 
ed with a game that was almost too 
easy. The Lions barely touched him 
and allowed him to complete short- 
to -medium passes all game. 

“Jason has his best game for us,” 
Gibbs said. “It was all the things you 
picture in a quarterback.” 

Favre has heard that sort 
of compliment many times.

I an, stop!” yelled LTC Scott Camp- 
bell of the United States Army as 
his nine-year-old son bolted from 
a sidewalk and on to a busy street. 
An SUV was heading directly into 
the path of the youngster and for a moment ap- 
peared that it would crash into him. But with just 
a second to spare, Ian stopped and a tragedy was 
averted. LTC Campbell rushed towards his son and 
pulled him back onto the sidewalk and realized just 
how lucky they were that Ian had stopped. He also 
realized how fortunate they were that thanks to the 
Applied Behavior Analysis therapy that Ian had 
received, Ian now had progressed far enough that 
he was able to recognize and obey a command like 
“stop.” 

Ian suffers from autism and has been non-ver- 
bal his entire life. Autism is a developmental dis- 
ability, and it normally becomes apparent before a 
child reaches the age of three. Race, socioeconomic 
level, family income, lifestyle, and education levels 
are not factors in the development of autism. The 
exact cause of it is unknown, and presently, there is 
no cure for this lifelong disability. However, as LTC 
Campbell has discovered there are various ways to 
treat and to improve the symptoms. 

A person with autism is likely to wander off 
from home, school, or in Ian’s case when just 
walking down the street with his family. This 
phenomenon is known as elopement and sadly, it is 
a very common problem. What makes it even more 
dangerous is many people with autism are unable 
to communicate, and are left with no way to inform 
anyone of who they are and where they live. They 
also commonly do not recognized and comprehend 
dangers, such as running onto a busy street. 

The Campbell family is fortunate to be 
involved with a Combined Federal Campaign of 
the National Capital Area (CFCNCA)-supported 
agency that helps parents of children with autism 
in Northern Virginia. The agency has worked to 
improve the quality of education for students with 
autism. It provides training for public and private 
educators and parents, and also holds monthly 
support group and information meetings to provide 
parents a forum to talk with other parents dealing 
with this condition. 




“I have found that one of the best sources of infor- 
mation has been other parents, who truly under- 
stand how autism affects not just their child, but the

entire family,” says LTC Campbell. 

LTC Campbell has made numerous presentations 
to military families that have children with autism 
to help provide them access and safety information 
on the disability. “I am deeply concerned about 
the safety issues for these children with an Autism 
Spectrum Disorder, and am happy to help other 
families by providing training,” says LTC Campbell. 
“Fm also extremely thankful that there are organi- 
zations out there that can train public and private 
school educators and parents as well as advocate for 
improvements in the services delivered to students 
like Ian.”

Similar Teams Battle for NL Crown 


D’backs and Rockies 
built title contenders 
through the draft 

BASEBALL PLAYOFFS I Left for dead 
just a couple years ago, the Arizo- 
na Diamondbacks and Colorado 
Rockies both took similar routes 
to an unlikely destination — the 
NL championship series. 

And with the series starting on 
Thursday, it’s the similarities that 
really stand out.

Game 1 on Thursday night 
will pit dazzling starting pitch- 
ers Brandon Webb of Arizona and 
Jeff Francis of Colorado. Both are 
homegrown. 

“It speaks to the good old-fash- 


ioned values of baseball: scouting 
and player development and build- 
ing from within and being patient 
and taking chances and things 
working out,” Colorado manager 
Clint Hurdle said. 

The Rockies have won 17 of their 
last 18 games, the hottest streak in 
their 15 -year history.

All Guts, 
No Glory 


J. Lo’s new release 
confirms that singing 
just isn’t her forte 


M U S I C I Given Jennifer Lopez’s thin 
voice, it’s hard to expect greatness 
when she puts out an album. But 
“Brave” disappoints even for J.Lo- 
adjusted standards. Chock-full of 
tepid dance grooves, Lopez’s voice 
has never sounded so weak and 
marginal as on this record. 

After recording a Spanish- 
language album earlier this year, 
“Brave” is a return to Lopez’s R&B- 
club roots — the kind of grooves that 
helped make her a multi-platform 
superstar. 

In the past, Lopez scored big 
hits with sparkling jams that hid 
her vocal flaws while enticing lis- 
teners with irresistible beats. Those 
kinds of tracks are hard to find on 
“Brave,” which contains plenty of 
fourth-rate songs that sound like 
they were made for Brooke Hogan 
instead of an A-list er like Lopez. 

“Do It Well” sounds dated and 


recycled, thanks to the song’s reli- 
ance on a sample of “Keep on Truck- 
in,”’ already heavily used in hip-hop, 
as does “Gotta Be There,” which 
uses a sample of Michael Jack- 
son’s overused “Gotta Be Where 
You Are.” This is a woman known 
for her designer duds and oversized 
bling — can’t she afford better pro- 
duction?

Even songs with original mate- 
rial are often weak, like “Mile in 
These Shoes,” on which Lopez’ voice 
sounds particularly nasal. 

There are a few songs in which 
Lopez manages to charm, mainly 
thanks to the strength of the song. 
The bouncy “Stay Together” is fun, 
mainly because the lyrics — “Stay 
together, that’s the new trend” 
— are particularly captivating, 
given Lopez’s much-publicized 
breakups. 

And “I Need Love” is a nice 
enough up-tempo groove. Still, it’s 
not something you’ll be rushing to 
hear a second time — a sentiment that 
summarizes most of “Brave.”

Cameras let parents 
keep watch on their 
teenagers’ driving 

When 17-year- old Anna Kinder- 
man takes a turn too fast in her 
parents’ sedan or jams the brakes 
too hard, she apologizes aloud even 
when no one else is in the car. “Sorry, 
Dad,” she says, looking up at the 
camera mounted on the rear-view 
mirror. 

Mom and Dad will see the inci- 
dent on video soon enough. 

Several U.S. auto insurers have 
begun offering in-car cameras or 
global positioning equipment to 
help parents monitor their teen- 
agers’ driving behavior, hoping 
to reduce the alarming number 
of crashes involving young new 
motorists. 

One of the programs — Safeco’s 
Teensurance — just announced pre- 
mium discounts of up to 15 percent 
for its customers who participate. 

Industry experts say it’s too 
soon to gauge the effectiveness of 
programs like American Family 
Insurance Co.’s Teen Safe Driver, 
used by the Kindermans in Madi- 
son, Wis. But the case for needing 


to improve highway safety for teens 
is compelling. 

Traffic accidents are by far the 
No. 1 killer of U.S. teenagers, with 
a fatality rate four times higher 
than drivers aged 25-69. A total 
of 5,288 teens died in traffic acci- 
dents in 2005. 

Under Teen Safe Driver, a cam- 
era records audio and video imag- 
es of both the road and the driver 
when motion sensors detect swerv- 
ing, hard braking, sudden accel- 
eration or a collision. The footage 
goes to an analysis center where it 
is graded for riskiness and sent on 
to parents. 

Teen drivers have mixed feel- 
ings about the technology; one in 
20 even cover the camera after it 


is first installed, according to pro- 
gram officials. 

“It’s great that you can see what 
you did wrong,” Anna said. “But it 
kind of feels like a parent is in your 
space, especially when you get yelled 
at if you do something wrong.” 

Her mom, Bette Kinderman, 


views the system as a great tool 
for parents. “I’d rather be able to 
talk to her about an issue before 
there’s an accident,” she said. 

She downplayed concerns about 
privacy: “To me, my kids haven’t 
earned their privacy in a car yet. 
Being in a car is so dangerous.” 


Other programs aim to accom- 
plish similar goals using global posi- 
tioning systems technology. 

Guy Thompson of Lake Oswego, 
Ore., gets an automated text mes- 
sage whenever his 16 -year- old 
daughter Maggie drives her car 
more than five miles from home 


or exceeds 55 mph, limits he set to 
trigger alerts under the Teensur- 
ance plan. He also can monitor the 
location of her car online, or even set 
the device to notify him if the car 
arrives at a specified address. 

Maggie said she’s become a more 
conscientious driver because she 
knows the device — and her dad 
— will hold her accountable. 

“I think it’s generally a good 
thing,” she said, “as long as you have 
a trusting relationship and you’re 
honest. And if you don’t, maybe 
it’s a step in the right direction.”

Chef is a reluctant 
star at famed N.Y.C. 
eatery Chanterelle 

David Waltuck may be one of the 
best chefs in New York City, but 
don’t expect to see offshoots of 
his restaurant, Chanterelle, pop- 
ping up in Paris, Dubai, Tokyo or 
Las Vegas. 

And don’t hold your breath for 
his star turn on the Food Network 
or his line of frozen food entrees 
featuring signature dishes like sea- 
food sausage or rack of lamb with 
cumin salt. 

No, Waltuck prefers to stay in 
the kitchen, turning out the some- 
times Asian-inflected, French- 
inspired meals that have won 
him accolades for almost three 
decades. 

“I plan to continue doing what I 
do,” Waltuck says. “I plan to continue 
being a chef, and that means cooking. 
I’m not an empire builder.”

Last spring, the James Beard 
Foundation named Waltuck the 
best chef in New York City, just 
three years after picking Chan- 
terelle as the nation’s top res- 
taurant. 

Waltuck and his wife, Karen, 
burst onto the New York City res- 
taurant scene back in 1979, open- 
ing a tiny restaurant in the then- 
bleak loft district of SoHo. 

The idea was to offer diners the 
experience of a three -star restau- 
rant in France but in an informal, 
contemporary setting in the Unit- 
ed States. Within a month of its 
grand opening. Chanterelle had 
received a rave review in New 
York magazine from influen- 


tial food critic Gael Greene, and 
ever since, the critics — and the 
public — have more or less been 
gushing. 

“One of the things I’ve admired 
from the beginning of the restau- 
rant and continue to admire 
today is the quality of the expe- 
rience they give to their diners,” 
says Ruth Reichl, editor in chief 
of Gourmet magazine. 

“Here’s this couple who are 
thinking about every aspect of a 
meal in a way that is truly French 
— not in a highfalutin way, but 
in the model of, ‘This is our res- 
taurant; we welcome you into our 
home,”’ she says. 

TimZagat, whose company pub- 
lishes the popular series of restau- 
rant guides based on customer rat- 
ings, is impressed by Chanterelle’s 
longevity. Merely surviving for 28 
years “in the restaurant business 
is unusual,” Zagat says. “To be in 
the top 10 for that long is unbe- 
lievable.” 

Waltuck attributes the lon- 
gevity of the restaurant to his 
and his wife’s almost Zen-like 
indifference toward financial 
rewards. 

“It was always sort of a life mis- 
sion, an idealistic thing,” Waltuck 
said. “This is what we wanted to do, 
and that’s what we did. We stayed 
true to that through good and bad 

times.” ANN LEVIN (AP)

nominee. I believe firmly that that 
nominee will be pro-life. 

I saw that you are having a cam- 
paign event with Sen. Joe Biden, D- 
Del. Are you worried about losing 
conservative support by campaign- 
ing with a Democrat? 

I am not. I disagree with Joe 
Biden on many issues of the day, 
but I agree with him on the political 
solution in Iraq. We need to learn 
as a nation how to come together 
on the things we agree on, not to 
focus constantly on the things we 
disagree about. That is something 
I often have argued while serving 


in the U.S. Senate and is something 
that I want to show people that I 
will do as president. 

How do you justify your current 
record of missed votes on the Sen- 
ate floor? 

Anybody running for president 
who currently holds public office 
has missed votes; that certainly is 
regrettable for all of us, including 
Hillary Clinton, Barack Obama, 
John McCain, Joe Biden, Chris 
Dodd — my colleagues in the 
Senate.

STAG E I “The Trial” was never meant 
to see the light of day. Franz Kafka 
told his friend Max Brod to burn his 
unfinished work when he died. 

Instead, Brod edited and 
released the horrifying story of 
bureaucracy run amok, and now it’s 
a play directed by Christopher Gallu 
of the Catalyst Theater Company at 
the Capitol Hill Arts Center. 

The play centers on Joseph 
K (David Johnson), a pompous, 
high-level official at a bank. One 
day, some government officials burst 
into his house and put him under 
arrest. Famously, neither they nor K 
knows why he’s been arrested.

Comic books’ indie 
elite gather for the 
Small Press Expo 

OUT & ABOUT I This Friday and 
Saturday at the Marriott in North 
Bethesda, the world of independent 
comics unfolds at the Small Press 
Expo, where a myriad of genres 
will be represented, from autobio- 
graphical to Victorian- era histori- 
cal mysteries — there may even be 
a superhero or two on hand. 

And no person comic-book writ- 
er better exemplifies the diversity 


of the independent spirit than Matt 
Wagner, one of the featured guests 
at this year’s show. 

Wagner made a splash in the 
comic world 25 years ago with his 
creator- owned comic “Grendel” 
and has since worked his magic 
on another self- created project, 
“Mage.” In between, he has tack- 
led some of the mainstream’s most 
beloved characters; Wagner recent- 
ly completed two “Batman” mini- 
series, although you indie -comic 
aficionados shouldn’t hold that 
against him. 

“If you look at most of the stuff

I’ve done for the big publishers, it 
always has an independent flavor 
to it,” he said. “So I think even when 
I’m working on those larger charac- 
ters, I maintain my street cred.” 

Wagner, who will also be appear- 
ing at Big Planet Comics in Bethes- 
da on Thursday, is now making his 
return to the book that started it 
all with a new eight-issue “Gren- 


del” series titled “Behold the Devil.” 
“Grendel” is a prime example of the 
diversity of comics. 

“What is ‘Grendel’?’” Wagner 
said. “It’s not particularly an action 
story, not particularly a science fic- 
tion story. It’s got supernatural ele- 
ments; it’s got crime elements. Same

with ‘Mage.’ Is it a fantasy? Is it a 
superhero story? Is it an indie slacker 
story? I like all that stuff, and it just 
never occurs to me to limit myself 
to any one version of it.” 

Variety is first on the menu at 
Small Press Expo, where the other 
featured guests dance around the 
various genres: Jeff Smith is respon- 
sible for the all- ages epic adventure 
comic “Bone,” while Bill Griffith 
produces the markedly non-linear 
comic strip “Zippy the Pinhead.” If 
you favor any genre — or cherish the 
unclassifiable — there will likely be 
a comic for you. 

As part of the weekend’s events, 
the Expo will be hosting the Ignatz 
Awards, honors voted on by attend- 
ees. The nominees are chosen from 
a jury panel of five cartoonists, 
including Paul Hornschemeier, 
who turns out critically acclaimed 
works like “Three Paradoxes” while 
coloring the new Jonathan Lethem 
comic, “Omega the Unknown.” The 
Small Press Expo was the second 
convention he ever attended, and it 
still holds a place in his heart. 

“There’s a certain sense of com- 
munity, and I know that’s cheesy to 
say,” said Hornschemeier, who won’t 
attend this year (although he did 
draw our beautiful cover). 

“A lot of conventions, you’re just 
selling stuff at a table. At SPX, I 
always feel its more about mini - 
comics and the indie spirit. For 
me, that’s always made it a very 
empowering community type thing, 
where you feel like you’re part of it.”

A Place to Bury 
Strangers brings the 
noise to D.C. festival 

FESTIVALS I When the District 
Awake! Music Festival was founded 
last year, its organizers were gun- 
ning to make some noise in support 
of the D.C. music scene. 

This year, they’ll really be mak- 
ing a racket, since they’ve invited 
A Place to Bury Strangers, a thun- 
derously loud shoegazer trio led by 
Fredericksburg, Va., native Oliver 
Ackermann. 

The Brooklyn-based band’s 
shows are so ear-splitting that 
they’ve taken to keeping buckets 
of earplugs near the stage to help 
steel delicate listeners. And while 
that might seem like a scenario 
straight outta “This Is Spinal Tap,” 
bandleader Ackerman makes clear 
his ambition to turn everything up 
to 11 is no joke. 

“There’s a certain level of vol- 
ume when you can feel the music 
throughout your whole body,” he 


muses. “And it sort of drags people 
out of reality and into our own expe- 
rience. It’s like [a band] has total 
control when the sound reaches 


these levels. It swells up and makes 
the audience lose control.” 

The 30 -year- old Ackermann 
graduated from Stafford High 


School and the Rhode Island 
School of Design and previously 
led the Virginia-based dream- 
poppers Skywave. He also found- 


ed an effects pedal company called 
Death By Audio. So don’t say you 
weren’t warned. 

“We’re just kind of making crazy 
pop music,” Ackermann says of the 
four-year-old group. “Kind of like 
bands like My Bloody Valentine, 
the Jesus and Mary Chain and 
even more contemporary groups 
like Lightening Bolt.” 

The four- day, multi- site bash 
will also showcase another native 
Southerner who relocated to New 
York: singer-songwriter Chan 
Marshal (a.k.a. Cat Power), who 
will perform with her Dirty Delta 
Blues Band. Local mainstays Exit 
Clov, These United States and Met- 
ropolitan will sound off. 

But the majority of acts will be 
from out of town: New York’s Craig 
Wedren and Pela, Ohio’s Southeast 
Engine, Chicago’s Kris Racer and 
Missouri’s So Many Dynamos. Vis- 
iting from across the pond will be 
iLiKETRAiNS from England and 
Slaraffenland from Denmark. 

Musicians will be mixed and 
matched for a one-night-only 
show that’s being called the Rock 
’n’ Roll Lottery” on Sunday at Iota.

A Sea of Romantic Disasters 



J.M.W. Turner 
reveled in the forces 
of human undoing 

MUSEUMS I Remember the ques- 
tions on those career-matching 
tests in high school? Would you 
rather go to: a) a football game? 
b) a movie? c) an accident where 
people get hurt? 

Even though football and mov- 
ies didn’t exist when Joseph Mal- 
lord William Turner (1775-1851) 
undertook his apprenticeship as 
an architectural draftsman, the 
future painter would probably 
have gone for c) anyway. He just 
couldn’t resist a fulminating spec- 
tacle that, in true High Romantic 
fashion, cast insignificant man 
against the unanswerable forces 
of the sublime. 

Hence a magnificent series 


devoted to the burning of the Houses 
of Parliament, not to mention scenes 
of horrible battles at Trafalgar and 
Waterloo and recurring themes of 
maritime disaster. 


The major retrospective now 
at the National Gallery of Art bills 
the artist as “Britain’s greatest land- 
scape painter,” but Turner’s pictures 
don’t register any sizeable affinity 


for the land. 

However important his ostensible 
subjects — historical events, myth- 
ological figures, even bucolic vistas 
and riverside views — Turner cares 
more about the atmosphere that 
frames, and ultimately overwhelms, 
human endeavor. He loves the sea as 
a mirror of the sky, unplumbed and 
infinite. And he truly worships the 
sun, the everlasting explosion that 
fuels our world. 

Under his brush, the familiar 
equation is altered: Tragedy plus 
time equals reverie. For Turner, 
the sublime yields not horror but 
comfort, the solace of things that 
came before us and will outlive us

and Bjork have employed his dis- 
tinctive playing.

The Jesus Lizard’s 
David Yow invites 
himself into a band 

M u S I C I Upon first glance at its new 
CD, Qui looks like any other loud, 
skronky, disaffected riff-slingers. 
Fashionless. Evidently hungover. 
Album art that would embarrass a 
black metal band. (“Love’s Miracle” 
features a naked woman’s corpse 
below the band name — in skywrit- 
ing.) But then one notices David 
Yow, who wears an expression like 
a pit bull as he ponders whether to 
lick your face or chew it off. 

After Yow’s former band, the 
Jesus Lizard, broke up in 1999, he 
thought he was done with music. 
“With my limited vocal talents, I 
didn’t want to just repeat myself,” 
says Yow, who enjoys a particularly 
onomatopoeic surname. He got a 
job retouching photos. 

“I was keeping real busy, then all 
of a sudden my work dropped off.” 
And, he adds, “My wife and I split 
up.” Like the sailor Ishmael knock- 


ing the hats off passers-by, facing 
a damp, drizzly November in his 
soul, he knew it was high time to 
get to sea. Or to join a band, which 
offers similar catharses. 

Qui — previously a duo of gui- 
tarist Matt Cronk and drummer 
Paul Christensen — was willing.

And now, says single-guy Yow from 
the band’s tour van, “I’ve been try- 
ing to [make passionate love to] 
every girl I can find. I’m hoping I 
can enjoy a Canadian woman. I’d 
speak French to her.” We’re sure 
she’d appreciate that. 

But the biggest surprise from 
Qui: three -part vocal harmonies. 
It must be said, Yow has a pretty 


voice. “What are you wearing?” he 
responds. 

Well, this is David Yow, who 
used to surprise audiences with 
displays of unmentionable organs. 
But now the three men of Qui play 
against type by actually singing. 
Sure, there are plenty of macho 
vocalizations and riffage. And with 
six years as a duo under their belt, 
Cronk and Christensen can more 
than hold their own. 

“We all work about the same, 
contribute about the same, get laid 
about the same,” says Cronk. “And 
David is a meek small man of lim- 
ited intelligence.” 

Yow, in turn, accuses his band- 
mates, both Minnesota natives, of 
favoring Viking pajamas and sleep- 
ing in horned helmets. Unable to 
withstand the assault, Cronk caves: 
“No, quite the contrary. David has 
been a godsend.” bob massey

Decor, illustration and 
abstraction in the fine 
art of Ian Whitmore 

GALLERIES I Ian Whitmore runs 
the risk of being overinterpreted. 
Recently relocated from D.C. to 
Brooklyn, he is known for paint- 
ings that blend frothy 18th-century 
extravagance with abstract-expres- 
sionist exuberance and elements of 
passe mid-20th- century illustra- 
tion. 

His pictures are fugitive things; 
they don’t exactly beg to be pinned 
down. Their layered elements are 
“all being obliterated by one anoth- 
er,” Whitmore said, “as the paint- 
ing develops.” 

“With this show, I had a little bit 


more time to think about it while I 
was making it,” he added, “and so 
I had an opportunity to be a little 
bit more ambitious with the way 
I planned it.” Where earlier pieces 
had come to him individually, those 
in his current exhibition at G Fine 
Art, “honi soit qui mal y pense” (or 
“shamed be he who thinks evil of it,” 
as Merriam-Webster translates the 
motto of the Order of the Garter), 
fall into two discrete series. 

In the main room, a seven-part 
suite collects titles from the stages 
of the medieval hunt (“Quest,” “Bay- 
ing,” “Chase,” etc.). These cryptic, 
diversely allusive pictures — incor- 
porating everything from equestri- 
an statuary to a flowery swatch of 
Liberty of London fabric — are 
inflected not just by their names

but by their neighbors in the smaller 
front room. 

There, the far less frenzied 
“Monomania Portraits” subject 
Bush II administration heavies 
to “an older, academic illustra- 
tional style of painting, some- 
thing that was very standardized 
that maybe didn’t have any avant- 
garde pretensions to it.” It’s a style 
that, while indicating the serious- 
ness of its subjects, can no longer 
be taken seriously. 

Mockery maybe the first detect- 
able note, but there’s also poignan- 
cy in the way Cheney, for example, 
rocks his infamous Auschwitz 
parka like an L.L. Bean grand- 
dad who knows he’s cidering for 
the last time. “If you see a picture 
from that event, he sticks out like a 
sore thumb,” Whitmore observed. 
“I think it had to have been obvi- 
ous to him at that point, too, that 
he had really screwed up.”

“Or,” Whitmore noted, “nothing

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Classically trained 
Matt Haimovitz rocks 
on the cello — literally 

MUSIC I For Matt Haimovitz, first 
hearing Jimi Hendrix was like 
encountering aliens. “I was blown 
away by the sheer power.” Which, 
duh. 

But Haimovitz, unlike most 
American kids, was a classical 
cello prodigy. “And I was trying 
to perfect my skills, like polish- 
ing a diamond. But here was this 
loud form of communication that 
made you want to move. It went 
right through you.” 

He talked the Iron Horse Tav- 
ern, in Northampton, Mass. — 
proving ground for a young Bruce 
Springsteen, among others — into 


booking his set of Bach’s solo cello 
suites. To everyone’s surprise, the 
club sold out. 

Haimovitz says he wanted “to 
strip away the prejudices around 
how one should play this music. 
And to open it up to audiences 
who wouldn’t normally visit the 
concert hall.” 

He’s since toured all 50 states, 
playing famous theaters and infa- 
mous dives, including the late 
CBGB’s. His 11 albums include 
standard repertoire like Bach and 
Chopin, but also contemporary com- 
posers like Steve Mackey and Lou 
Harrison, and the likes of Hendrix 
and Led Zeppelin. 

“Classical music has gotten a 
highbrow reputation,” says Haimov- 
itz. “But it has been traditionally 
embracing of cultures like world 



music and jazz. Even Brahms and 
Bach were influenced by dance 
and folk forms. And it’s incredible 
how many folks from a rock ’n’ roll 
origin are composing serious con- 
cert music.” 

One of Haimovitz’s strangest 
shows happened “at midnight, at 
a club in the middle of a Haitian 
slum in Miami. Just the strangest 
assortment of people. There was 
the quintessential hip-hop Afri- 
can-American guy, with metal 
teeth and tattoos everywhere. 
Then this hip, middle-aged Jew- 
ish couple sitting there. A gay cou- 
ple. A woman from Argentina. And 
a Cuban couple. People you would 
never see together at an event.” 

“I started with some Bach,” he 
says. “The hip-hop guy beamed, 
ecstatic, and I was like: What, you 
like Bach?’ And I went into Osvaldo 
Golijov’s Ainadamar’ and the South 
American woman was excited. And 
I realized this was one of the most 
memorable concerts I’ve ever given, 
whether it was Carngegie Hall or 
whatever. And that music can really 
bring people together.” bobmassey

Got the 22-Year- Old Singer Blues 



Gina Sicilia is a young 
lady with an old soul 
and enormous talent 

MUSIC I Philadelphia’s Gina Sicil- 
ia may be young, but you wouldn’t 
guess it from listening to her throaty, 
muscular singing. Her old soul 
vocals bring to mind female blues 
greats who came of age sounding 
like they were already aged. Think 
Etta James or Bonnie Raitt. Or Joss 
Stone, for that matter. 

But the 22 -year- old Sicilia is 
more than a revivalist; she also 
writes her own songs. Eight of 
the 11 tunes from her debut effort, 
“Allow Me to Confess,” come from 
the Temple University graduate’s 
pen. They’re tuneful and authen- 
tic, similar to something you’d find 
on an album by a blues legend like 
Bobby Bland (not coincidentally one 
of Sicilia’s main influences). 

Sicilia composes soulful, old- 


style blues — sultry, minor-key 
workouts that rely on jazzy finesse, 
not rock amplitude. Her everything- 
old-is-new approach to music will 
hit D.C. for the first time when she 


and her band stop into Madam’s 
Organ. 

“When I discovered blues I knew 
immediately that’s what I wanted 
to sing,” Sicilia says. “When I first 


listened to it, it was instantly famil- 
iar to me, and it just really spoke to 
me. That’s what I always listened to 
and what I always loved.” 

Sicilia became acquainted 
with the genre when she was 14 
and bought a blues and soul CD 
after seeing a television ad. But, 
being a shy teenager, she hid her 
blues fixation from her grunge- 
loving friends. 

While in college, she found kin- 
dred spirits in the musicians who 
participated in blues jams at a club 
called Warm Daddy’s. She laid to 
rest her stage fright, put together a 
band, and got her first gig by age 20. 
She also now had a vehicle for the 
songs she’d been accumulating. 

“I began writing songs when I 
was about 12 or 13,” she explains. 
“Writing blues has just always come 
naturally to me.” tony sclafani

MUSIC I “Sunlight coming through 
the haze/ No gaps in the blind/ To 
let it inside ” sings Steven Wilson 
at the start of the title track and 
album opener of Porcupine Tree’s 
new concept album, “Fear of a 


Blank Planet.” 

As the opening lines imply, “Fear 
of a Blank Planet” is a bleak experi- 
ence. The young protagonist of the 
album lives in a world dominated 
by constant stimulation — from 
Playstation, iPods, reality televi- 
sion, prescription drugs and an 
overload of information. 

“When I was growing up, I 
wasn’t so aware of what was going 


on all over the world,” said Wilson. 
“For the most part, I was really only 
aware of what was going on imme- 
diately around me. Now, with the 
Internet, information travels all over 
the world quickly. Kids today know 
what’s going on all over the world 
and they see all of this reality TV, 
and the message they are constant- 
ly receiving is. If you aren’t famous 
and you aren’t on TV, you’re noth- 


ing, you aren’t important.’ 

“I think that it’s easy for kids to 
be aware just how insignificant they 
are in the world today, and I really 
wasn’t really aware of that when I 
was a kid.” 

Musically, “Fear of a Blank Plan- 
et” is dark enough to match its lyr- 
ical themes, but it’s anything but 
blank. The arrangements are root- 
ed in classic progressive rock and

psychadelica, but contain scatter- 
ings of other styles, ranging from 
trip -hop to heavy metal. 

The result is made especially 
effective by Porcupine Tree’s clev- 
er use of dynamics, emphasis on 
songwriting over musical chops 
and, most importantly, Steven 
Wilson’s willingness to take risks. 
“To me, one of the most important 
distinctions between an artist and 
an entertainer is that an artist is 
willing to risk losing part of his 
or her fan base by experiment- 
ing and adding new styles,” said 
Wilson. 

“I think we lost some fans that 
mostly were into a certain aspect 
when we started incorporating 
some heavy metal influences. I’ve 
always needed to make music for 
myself first in the most self-indul- 
gent way, and without sounding pre- 
tentious, I’ve always seen myself as 
an artist.” 

“Fear of a Blank Planet” appro- 
priately includes guitar cameos 
from progressive -rock idols includ- 
ing Rush’s Alex Lifeson and King 
Crimson’s Robert Fripp. greg re

“Quite honestly and sadly, the 
only news Americans see about the 
Balkans is of war and other such 
things leading to very negative, if 
not unfair, stereotypes,” said Bryn- 
dyn Weiner, drummer for the Bal- 
kanics and one of the organizers, 
along with the World Music Folklife 
Center, of Balktoberfest. 

The eight-hour festival of music, 
dance and food wasn’t designed as 
edutainment, but it would be fab if 
people come away from it knowing 


a little bit more about this large area 
of Southeastern Europe, whose resi- 
dents include Romanians, Greeks, 
Turks, Serbs, Croats, Bulgarians, 


Bosniacs, Slovenes, Montene- 
grins, Albanians, Roma and even 
some little-known peeps called 
Macedonians. 


There will be 15 performing 
groups at Balktoberfest, including 
the BG All- Stars.

The Bard gets the 
ironic treatment in 
Taming of the Shrew’ 

STAGE I Rapidly moving dialogue 
punctuated by frequent, humorous 
breakaways into characters’ fan- 
tasies —on television, that would 
be the way “Scrubs” energized the 
stale sitcom format. 

On stage, that would be the 
way Shakespeare Theatre Com- 
pany energized the Shakespeare 
format with “The Taming of the 
Shrew.” 

“Scrubs” quick-cut surreal- 
vignette device seems natural to 
“Shrew” in Rebecca Bayla Taich- 
man’s deft conceptualization 

— almost as if the Bard himself 
penned in bits of rapid-fire glimps- 
es into his characters’ imaginations 

— and, while purists are sure to fur- 
row their brows at these shenani- 
gans, such visualization evokes 
plenty of well-earned laughs. 

The comedy portrays the court- 


ing and transformation of two sis- 
ters, Katherine (Charlayne Wood- 
ard) and Bianca (Lisa Birnbaum), 
whose marital fates are linked to 


a paternal decree. 

This modernized script free- 
ly goes over-the-top whenever it 
pleases and often shoots for out- 


right slapstick. Those who think 
Petruchio (played by the fantastic 
Christopher Innvar) — who marries 
older sister Katherine — showing 


up to his ceremony wearing a wed- 
ding dress is too much of a break 
from Shakespeare’s intent may dis- 
approve. But the audience’s laugh- 
ter suggests these literalists are in 
the minority. 

Like so many of Shakespeare’s 
works, the language of “The Tam- 
ing of the Shrew” is packed with 
not-so-subtle innuendo. Taich- 
man’s take doesn’t shy away from 
the naughty verbal play, occasion- 
ally hamming it up to a surprising 
level of raunchiness. 

Big acting in general doesn’t 
seem to have been discouraged, 
either, a choice that makes Louis 
Buttelli’s comically zany portrayal 
of Petruchio’s servant Grumio par- 
ticularly welcome. 

While certainly untraditional 
— not that “traditionally Shake- 
spearean” is a known quantity — 
Taichman’s stylistic adjustments 
keep this “Shrew” moving quick- 
ly, and the laughs coming. In fact, 
you may have a surreal daydream 
of your own and imagine Zach 
Braff himself walking out onstage.

M U S I C I It wouldn’t be hard to mis- 
take a song from Bad Religion’s 
“New Maps of Hell,” released in July, 
for a song from their first album, 
released in 1982. California’s lon- 
gest-enduring punk band is still as 
angry and irreverent as ever. 

That’s not to say the band hasn’t 
changed its sound through the years 
— with each subsequent release the 
band has polished its sound and 
improved the lyrics. 

Not surprisingly, much of the 
new album focuses on our current 
political situation. 

“There’s a certain sense of urgen- 
cy to [the new] songs,” bassist Jay 
Bentley said. 

But what’s the secret to keep- 
ing a band together for 25 -plus 
years? 

“A lot of bands seem to want 
to be in a gang or something, but 
we were just like, ‘Oh, we all have 
our own lives and we all want to 
do our own thing,”’ he said. “The 


band is something we do for fun, 
and then everything we do with 
the rest of our lives is our own 
business.” 

These extracurricular activities 
are diverse: Lead singer Greg Graf- 
fin has a Ph.D. in biology and teach- 
es classes at UCLA, while much of 
the rest of the band has families 
and other musical projects. 

The band is even featured on 
the original “Guitar Hero” video 
game, although Bentley prefers 
the real deal. 

“I played it, and I had to stop 
because it was completely destroy- 
ing my ability to actually play gui- 
tar,” said Bentley. “My guitar doesn’t 
have those little colored buttons.” 

The band’s outside endeavors 
aside, not everything has been 
smooth sailing. 

“We’ve been through a bunch of 
breakups and in and out of record 
labels, but one of the things is try- 
ing to have the maturity to resolve

Penn Quarter’s new 
dining option comes 
with celeb sparkle 

HOTSPOTSI With an assemblage of 
line cooks on his right and a view 
of Pennsylvania Avenue on his left, 
Scott Drewno has the attention of 
the kitchen. 

Then again, at 6 feet 7 inches 
tall in chef’s clogs, he’s an atten- 
tion magnet — and as the executive 
chef of Wolfgang Puck’s the Source, 
Drewno is the man with the plans 
for this newly opened D.C. show- 
case restaurant, adjacent to the 
under- construction Newseum set 
to open in 2008. 

Drewno asked one of seven 
cooks to fetch trays for us. One is 
the “before”: a display of a suckling 
pig pressed with a 10 -spice rub. The 
beast stands for a day to allow the 
flavors to absorb, then a chef roasts 
the pig in a layer of duck fat for a 
couple of hours. The “after”? Bite- 
size squares of tender, peppery pork. 


underscored by a crispy layer from 
the duck fat, with the hint of sweet 
from cipollini onion, micro-arugula 
and a plum fig puree. For cuisinerds 
with a case of pork love, this appe- 
tizer is required eating. 

In the lounge on the ground 
level, past the sexy bar, resides the 
wood-burning oven bedecked with 
white tile. Manning the 518 -degree 
pizza oven is Russ Simon, former 
pizza chef at Spago Beverly Hills, 
the pioneering Puck restaurant that 
helped to shepherd in the current 
gourmet pizza craze and helped 
make Puck the celebrity chef of 
the ’80s. To its left sits a charcoal 
grill, ablaze and ready to fire up the 
burgers and sliders featured on the 
downstairs menu. 

Upstairs, the cuisine matches 
the view provided by the glass - 
walled dining room, where fine 
dining is Asian-inspired. That 
means locally sourced pork, meat, 
fish and cheese, and produce is fla- 
vored by lemongrass, Thai bird chile 
peppers, Szechwan peppercorns or 


galangal. 

Appetizers include tiny dump- 
lings prepared in the kitchen’s Chi- 
nese pantry steamer, a whole bass 
steamed Hong Kong style — in a 
bamboo basket over boiling water 
— Kobe beef served with Chinese hot 
and sweet mustard, or whole Peking 
duckling with huckleberries, pea ten- 
dril salad and glass noodles. 

Mere days before opening, 
Drewno is unflappable. His cool 
has been cultivated by Puck since 
he joined the company in 1998 as a 
line cook at Las Vegas’ Chinois, as 
executive sous chef at Spago Beverly 
Hills, and during a stint as a chef 
under Jean- George Vongerichten 
at Vong in New York City. William 
Washington, former manager at the 
Willard and the Inn at Little Wash- 
ington, has recently been hired to 
take charge of the front of the house.
